Law Enforcement 
on the lookout for 
a suspicious person

WILMINGTON - Wilming- 
ton police are hoping to 
obtain additional informa- 
tion with regards to a suspi- 
cious male figure that has 
been attempting to lure local 
children into his white car. 

The incident occurred on 
King’s Street in Wilmington 
last- Tuesday. Three 13-year 
old girls were walking down 


King Street at night when‘ 


they were approached by “a 
male driving a smaller 
white car with loud music.” 

‘The suspect claimed that 
there had been a coyote 
sighting in the area and that 
it. was unsafe to continue 
walking on the street. 

* “Get in my car and I will 
bring you home safely,” he 
said. 

The trio repeatedly refused 
to gét into the car, and took 
off-running. The man exited 
the vehicle, but one of the 
girls began screaming “Kid- 
napper!” as she ran, and the 
suspect returned to his car 

nd drove off. 

_ The witnesses described 
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the man as being white with 
brownish hair, with “a curl 
or flip of hair in front and 
very short hair on the sides. 
The male had a light brown 
short beard. The male spoke 
with a raspy voice.” 

A similar character was 
reported in Reading on the 
same day and on July 13. In 
both other reported inci- 
dents, the targets were 
young women. Shortly be- 
fore the Wilmington inci- 
dent, a group of girls were 
followed by a car fitting a 
similar description. The car 
was travelling at night with 
no headlights. When the 
headlights were turned on, 
the girls fled into the woods. 

They reported a male voice 
crying out, “Wait, stop run- 
ning!” as they ran. 

On July 13, a 12-year-old 
girl in Reading was ap- 
proached on Forest Street by 
a suspect with similar physi- 
cal features and in a similar 
vehicle. He offered this girl 
a ride, which she refused. 

Wilmington Detective Pat 
Nally reported that there 
had been no updates on the 
case since the reported inci- 
dents last week. Wilmington 
is collaborating with Read- 
ing and other local commu- 
nities to spread the word 
about this individual in the 
hopes that someone will 
come forward with addition- 
al information.

WILMINGTON - The Board 
of Selectmen unanimously 
voted to grant a Common 
Victualler License to 
LaRosa’s, a sub shop relocat- 
ing from Billerica to Main 
Street in Wilmington. 

LaRosa’s is owned and 
operated by the Hayes fam- 
ily. The plan is to open the 
doors on September 1, with 
both take-out and limited 
eat-in seats. 

“We’re excited to move 
into Wilmington, where we 
look forward to becoming a 
part of the community,” 
writes owner Jason Evans 
in a press release emailed 
to the Town Crier. “We’ll 
have the ability to offer lots 
of healthy options, hearty 
options, and something for 
everyone. We’ll be utilizing 
the concepts I learned at 
culinary school, while at- 


’ taining my degree as a chef, 


along with recipes I’ve cre- 
ated through the years.” 
The restaurant will open 
next to The Cleaner Spot, 
where Pink Melon used to be. 
LaRosa’s announced plans 


to include a salad and soup 
bar, a refrigerator section 
from which patrons could 
grab a quick meal, and a 
products from Wowo’s 
Goodies, which includes 
whoopee pies and carrot 
cake. Wowo’s Goodies is also 
run by the Evans family. 

At Monday’s Board of 
Selectmen meeting, former 
Selectmen Michael New- 
house, Esq., spoke on be- 
half of the petitioners. He 
was joined by Lawrence 
Hayes, of the Hayes family. 
Newhouse cited the family’s 
decades-long history in the 
culinary arts. 

“The family has been in the 
food business for many 
years, Newhouse said, “dat- 
ing back to 1970, they have 
operated successful sand- 
wich shops at a couple differ- 
ent locations. They are look- 
ing forward to making 
Wilmington their new home.” 

Selectman Greg Bendel 
wished LaRosa’s the best of 
luck. 

“T just want to let you know 
that I’m a big Italian sub 
guy,” he said. “I am looking 
forward to sampling.” 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
was not in attendance, and

WILMINGTON Team 
Sweaty Already is back 
again this year to raise 
funds and awareness about 
Mulitple Sclerosis (MS). 

The team is participating 
in the MS Challenge Walk, a 
3-Day, 50-mile walk that is 
taking place September 9-11 
in Cape Cod.

Bags and Beers Cornhole

and the Challenge Walk 
efforts. 

MS is an unpredictable, 
often disabling disease of 
the central nervous system 
that disrupts the flow of 
information within _ the 
brain, and between the brain 
and body. 

The cause of MS is still 
unknown — scientists be- 
lieve the disease is triggered 
by as-yet-unidentified envi- 
ronmental factor in a person 
who is genetically predis- 
posed to respond. 

The progress, severity and 
specific symptoms of MS in 
any one person cannot yet 
be predicted. 

Most people with MS are 
diagnosed between the ages 
of 20 and 50, with at least 
two to three times more wo- 
men than men being diag- 
nosed with the disease. 

Proceeds specifically sup- 
port the Greater New Eng- 
land Chapter works to 
improve the quality of life 
for people affected by MS in 
Maine, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island 
and Vermont. 

The chapter helps each 
person affected by MS in the 
area address the challenges 
of living with MS. 

They help by raising funds 
for cutting-edge research, 
driving change through ad- 
vocacy, facilitating profes- 
sional education and provid- 


ing programs and services 
that empower people with 
MS and their families to 
move their lives forward. 

Sisters Tara Tonello and 
Shelley Kresser (Hardimon) 
who are former Wilmington 
residents, started fundrais- 
ing in 2010 in honor of their 
mom, Susan Hardimon, a 
Wilmington resident who 
was diagnosed in 2003. 

Tara and Shelly participate 
and fundraise for the MS 
Challenge Walk, along with 
their husbands Brian and 
Erik to give back and to 
honor their mom for her 
strength, bravery, and deter- 
mination she shows each 
day facing this unpre- 
dictable disease. 

Some days are a struggle 
for her, but she is deter- 
mined in battling, overcom- 
ing, and adapting her life 
because of her MS. 

Their annual fundraiser to 
raise money for their fund- 
raising requirement, which 
is $1,500 per person, is taking 
place on Saturday, July 30 at 
the Knights of Columbus in 
Wilmington with check-in 
starting at 1 pm and the 
games starting at 1:30. 

This is a cornhole/bean 
bag toss tournament. Last 
year there were over 35 
teams participating, and the 
team raised over $9,000 
because of the success of the 
tournament. 

All proceeds from “Bags 
and Beers” go to the team’s 
MS Challenge Walk fund- 
raising efforts. Team dona- 
tion amount (2 players) is 
$50. 

There will be other fun 
activities, raffles, food and 
music there for those who 
might not want to play, but 
still want come out to show 
your support. 

The Knights of Columbus 
and other local businesses 
generously donate the space 
and food to keep costs low, 
which helps the group raise 
more money for those with 
MS. 

The MS Challenge Walk is 
an experience that tests 
your strength and your spir- 
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it, and makes an extraordi- 
nary difference in the lives 
of people living with the 
unpredictability of multiple 
sclerosis.

Many homeowners are familiar with 
the tax rules regarding selling your 
home: an exclusion of up to $250,000 
($500,000 for couples filing jointly) of 
capital gains on the sale of a principal 
residence that you’ve owned and lived in

A visit with 
-. musician 
Silas Brown, Jr.

he Harnden Tavern in 

North Wilmington has 

been the home of 
many interesting people. 
Nohe, though were stranger 
than Silas Brown, Jr., who 
lived there for his entire life 
of 84 years. 

He was the son of Dr. Silas 
Brown, who bought the 
Tavern in 1818, two months 
before Silas Jr was born. Dr. 
Brown practiced medicine 
there until his death in 1864. 

Silas Jr. became an accom- 
plished musician and was 
they organist at the 
Wilmington Congregational 
Chureh, even after becom- 
ing quite deaf. It was quite 
ironic for him to be a church 
organist, for Silas was a 
Fréethinker, opposed to all 
religions. Among the papers 
he“left was a copy of the 
Freethinker’s Pictorial. 

He was proficient on sever- 
al instruments, and it is said 
that he could play more than 
one at a time. His first musi- 
cal training was with Joseph 
Harnden, Jr., who lived at 
the Tavern when Silas was a 
child. He went on to more 
formal training, and became 
friends with George Root, a 
composer of note. 

There is a clipping entitled 
Village Characters in the 
Wilmington Scrapbook in 
the Wilmington Memorial 
Library. The scrapbook was 


kept by Miss May Swain, 
whose father, Charles W. 
Swain was the founder of the 
library. 

The article, from about 
1898, first tells of the writer 
coming to Wilmington to the 
auction of the estate of Miss 
Sabra Carter, who died in 
1893. The scrapbook clipping 
goes on to tell of a visit with 
Silasxs. 

The writer then told of pro- 
ceeding to North Wil- 
mington after the auction. 
Although Silas Brown, Jr. is 
not named, he is most cer- 
tainly the man referred to as 
the old miller. 

“In a somewhat pensive 
frame of mind, following a 
woody road and a wayside 
brook, I strolled towards the 
north part of the town. At 
length, I came to the 
remains of a_ structure, 
which in its palmy days had 
done a flourishing business 
— the old mill.” 

(This was the old Nod Mill, 
on Martin’s brook at Salem 
Street. It was originally built 
by witchcraft judge Samuel 
Sewall about 1700. It burned 
in 1890. Silas Brown, Jr. was 
the last man to run it. — ed.) 

“By now the wheels were 
idle, and in place of the busy 
hum and whirr, there was a 
strange, almost oppressive 
air of quiet, broken only by 
the murmur of the mill 
stream and its occasional 
swish against the sides of 
the mill or by the breeze in

the tall white birches which 
lined the sides of the stream, 
and were reflected in the 
water.

“When I questioned him 
about the old mill, I found 
that the miller was still living 
in an old-fashioned home not 
far from the mill. I learned

“Several days later, having 
found a friend of the old 
miller, who told me he was 
always glad to have people 
come to see him, I ventured 
to make him a call.

Legislator passes $39.15 billion spending plan as calendar turns to new fiscal year : 


BOSTON - The Legislature 
passed a $39.15 billion budg- 
et (F'Y17) that includes local 
funding for municipal im- 
provements, nonprofits that 
serve vulnerable and under- 
served residents, and eco- 
nomic development in Law- 
rence, Andover, Tewksbury 
and Dracut. 

‘Facing worsening state 
revenue projections for the 
fiscal year that begins 
Friday, a House-Senate Con- 
ference Committee reached 
a final accord on the new 
spenuity plan early this 


afternoon. The panel of 
three senators and three 
representatives ultimately 
cut $750 million in projected 
revenue and $413 million in 
proposed spending that both 
branches had agreed to in 
April and May. 

Gov. Charlie Baker now 
has 10 days to review the 
budget before signing or 
announcing vetoes. He said 
he will spend the coming 
weekend reviewing the plan. 

Here’s how Tewksbury 
fared: 

Camp Pohelo: $20,000 


Tewksbury Fire Depart- 
ment: $90,000 for municipal 
improvements to reimburse 
the town for the cost of the 
fire department responding 
to Tewksbury State Hospital. 

Tewksbury State Hospital: 
Maintaining services and 
the number of beds from 
last year. 

“This was a very tough 
negotiation and a lot of hard 
decisions had to made, but I 
believe we were successful 
at plugging the statewide 
deficit while still making 
critical investments in cities

bury and Dracut. 

Sen. LiItalien was also suc- 
cessful for the second con- 
secutive year of pushing 
through an amendment pro- 
viding $90,000 to the Tewks- 
bury Fire Department as 


compensation for respond- 
ing to service calls from 
Tewksbury State Hospital, 
which she worked closely 
with State Representative 
Jim Miceli (D-Tewksbury). 
“T credit Rep. Garry and 
Rep. Miceli for their part- 
nership in Dracut and 
Tewksbury, — respectively. 
This funding for Dracut and 


Tewksbury will go a long 
way to help with critical 
public safety needs in both 
communities.

When Bob Briggs 

lost his cable instal- 
lation business in 

2009, his three 

young children 

watched as their 
parents struggled 
to pay the bills, 
afford their home, 
and maintain the 
lifestyle they were 
accustomed to. 

Despite the hard- 
ship and. stress, 
Briggs and his wife 
Julann made sure 

they imparted a very 
specific lesson to their 

children: gratitude. 

Six years later, Briggs 
turned that lesson into a chil- 
dren’s book called “Grateful 
Bob” which he self-published 
last September. The book is an 
Aesopian testament to learning 
the importance of gratitude even 
in the face of adversity. 

“That was inspired by me los- 
ing my business and losing our 
house, said Briggs. “I wanted to 
make sure my kids understood 
. we were still going to be fine no 

matter what happened.” 

_ With all Briggs had to work 
through following the loss of his 
business, his sons Bobby, 21, 
Ryan, 18 and daughter Rylie, 13, 
_learned at a young age to appre- 
ciate all their parents could

give them and recognize the 
hard work that went into recov- 
ering from a major setback. 

Although his children are long 
past the age of picture books, 
but Briggs recalled a lack of 
books tackling the topic when 
his kids were younger. 

“There was nothing I could 
find about gratitude,” Briggs 
said. His books, he said, are 
about building the foundation to 
prepare for adulthood and learn- 
ing how to deal with life’s ups 
and downs. 

Juggling three jobs including 
working at Meditech in West- 
wood and as a real estate agent, 
Briggs authored the book using 
Amazon’s CreateSpace service 
to self publish it, making his 
masterpiece available on the 
digital marketplace in paper- 
back and Kindle form. In 2014, 
his wife Julann penned a book 
for children called ‘1-2-3 I Take 
Good Care of Me’ through the 
same program. 

Briggs had a friend edit his 
first book, although he admits to 
jumping the gun initially. Ex- 
cited to publish his work, he 
uploaded the book with a few 
lingering errors he thought had 
been proofread. Once he no- 
ticed, he pulled the book and re- 
uploaded it - this time, without 
errors. Just like the character in 
his book; he learned to bounce 
back from the slip up with grace 
and gratitude. 

Less than a year after releas- 
ing “Grateful Bob, he published 
his sophomore book, ‘Tommy 
Defeats the Dragon’ on June 12. 

The book was inspired by his 
older son’s struggles with anxi- 
ety, drawing from events where

his son had to learn how to deal 
with negative feelings. In the 
book, Bobby helps his friend 
Tommy overcome anxiety by 
teaching him coping meclia+ 
nisms. 

With two books under his belf, 
it may come as a surprise that 
Briggs had no writing experi- 
ence prior to publishing ‘Grate- 
ful Bob” He plans on writing a 
third book in the future. 

I’m going to introduce [Bob’s] 
sister,” he said. The sister will 
be a stand-in for his daughter 
Rylie. “She demanded I put her 
in the next book.” 

The third book in the series 
will be called “Islands of 
Inspiration” and aims to help 
children learn how to make dif- 
ficult choices. 

No matter the topic, the 
underlying message of all the 
books is the same. 

“Even if a bad thing happens 
in your life,” Briggs explains. 
“You can still be happy.” 

Although Briggs would like-to 
see his books published in a 
more traditional fashion, he isn’t 
in it for the money. His dream is 
to spread the message of grati- 
tude to the next generation. 

“My goal for this whole entire 
thing is to make a big business 
out of this,” Briggs said. “I want 
to speak in front of kids, I want 
to motivate and inspire them.” 

He wants children to be grate- 
ful not just for the material 
goods their parents give them, 
but for friendships as well. He’s 
hoping to combat the sense’ of : 
entitlement he sees among the 
younger generation. 

“Kids need to be okay with 
who they are no matter what.”

The family had made it to 
the Appalachian Moutain 
Club Lakes of the Clouds hut 
via the Amanoosic Trail on 
the way to the summit of 
Mount Washington when the 
weather started to change. 

Guests at the hut were 
growing concerned. By mor- 
ning, the wind was blowing 
at “sixty. miles an hour with 
eighty mile an hour gusts” 
according to Randy. A heavy 
rainstorm dumped inches of 
water. Facing low visibility, 
treacherous conditions and 
weighing their options, the 
Robitailles decided to push 
on to the top and then take 
the Cog Railway down to the 
base. 

Enter hiker Kelly Collins, 
formerly of Westboro and a 
high school math teacher. 
Collins has been working his 
way along the Appalachian 
Trail with his wife Cheryl 
since February 26 and chron- 
icling the journey on www. 
trailjournals.com, a place for 
long distance hikers record 
their experience so friends 
and family can follow along. 

While the Collins’ hike was 
the basis for a lesson on per- 
severance in adversity for a 
junior worship group at 
their local church, Collins 
spotted perseverance him- 
self in the young family he 
met from Wilmington. 

Collins, a father of three 
grown children, had noticed 
the Robitailles at the hut 
and chatted briefly. He was 
impressed that a five year 
old was hiking. The next 
morning, the family attemp- 
ted to set out to reach the 
summit. 

“We couldn’t see ten feet in 


front of us” said Randy. “It 
was hard to get our bear- 
ings,’ 

They returned to the hut 
not once, but twice. Lili was 
seared. According to dad, 
she was afraid of the pud- 
dles caused to the heavy 
downpours, and despite his 
reassurances, she said she 
was “afraid of the wind,” 

Observing the parents’ 
patience with their daugh- 
ters concerns, Collins of- 
fered to tag along under the 
guise of needing company 
on the trail. Collins’ trail 
name is Santa, so called for 
his beard, which helped put 
Lili at ease. 

Collins also had a special 

trail GPS app on his phone 
that helped keep everyone 
on track. In his trail journal, 
Collins observed Lili’s hik- 
ing. 
“I watched Lili fight her 
way over these rocks some- 
times holding mom’s hand 
and sometimes on her own,” 
Collins wrote. “She is only 
about three feet tall so she 
had to ‘bear crawl’ over a lot 
of it. So just picture, the 
wind is howling (at one 
point it blew my pack cover 
off), her feet are getting 
soaked by stepping in cold 
puddles, and her hands/ 
gloves are getting wet be- 
cause she has to bear crawl. 
She just trooped right along 
without whining or com- 
plaint. 

“At one point, while she was 
holding her mother’s hand 
her mother got knocked off 
her feet by a gust of wind. 
She just kept on.” 

As they all neared the top, 
the family took a break. 
Collins hiked ahead, hoping

to get to the gift shop. A tra- 
dition of his had been to give 
his girls a pin to commemo- 
rate an important accom- 
plishment or event. 

With the permission of the 
Robitailles, Collins present- 
ed Lili with an “I climbed 
Mount Washington” pin. 

In his online journal, Col- 
lins wrote that he was im- 


pressed with the whole fam- 
ily — not only Lili and her 
brave hiking, but her par- 
ents’ calm determination 
and understanding of their 
daughter’s fear. 

The Robitailles themselves 
were very moved by this ges- 
ture. 

They are tracking their 
new hiking buddy’s progress

looked interesting,” 
Richardson said. “I wasn’t 
that good at high jump, so 
once I saw people pole vault- 
ing that really attracted 
me.” 

“Our problem was we 
didn’t have a place to train,” 
O’Riordan said. “So Kevin 
took it upon himself to find a 
place to train.” 

Multiple times a week, and 
on the weekends, 
Richardson would drive over 
an hour to Patriot Pole Vault 
Club in Sterling and 
Westborough. This drive 
could often take hours with 
traffic, but Richardson 
never wavered.

But in March, Richardson 
got to work on a fresh chal- 
lenge. He had long requested 
his coach, Tom O’Riordan, 
for the chance to pole vault, 
despite the school lacking 
the facility and equipment 
for such training. 

“I chose pole vaulting 
because I saw people doing 
it at camp and I thought it

“T am very competitive,” 
Richardson admitted with a 
laugh. “I just have a natural 
drive to compete and try to 
be the best in my sport.” 

Working with O’Riordan 
and Coach Douglas Lang of 
the Patriot Pole Vault Club, 
Richardson rapidly became 
a formidable opponent for 
any competition in the area. 


In short order, Richardson 
broke the EIL record of 9 
feet, setting it to 11 feet, 6 
inches. 

“The hardest part of pole 
vaulting is fighting your 
instincts,” Richardson said. 
“A pole vaulter is supposed 
to push against the pole, but 
your instincts tell you to 
pull. It’s a challenge also to 
move up heights on poles.” 

Since graduating, 
Richardson has continued to 
collect accolades. He trav- 
elled to Fitchburg to com- 
pete in the USTAF- New 
England Junior Olympic 
Championships. There, 
Richardson dazzled the 
crowd with a 12 foot, six inch 
jump, qualifying for the 
Region 1 championship in 
Albany. 

On July 9, Richardson 
braved torrential downpours 
and crackling thunder to 
compete in his biggest meet 
yet. His mother, Jerelyn, 
describes the rain beginning 
to pour down with tremen- 
dous strength just as Kevin’s 
name was called to finally 
compete. 

“It was awful weather,” 
Kevin recalled. “It was all 
thunderstorms. I had to 
clear my mind.” 

Although the conditions 
impeded Richardson from 
performing at his peak, he 
still cleared a 12 foot jump 
and finished fourth. This 
qualified him for a shot at 
the National Championship 
in Sacramento, CA. 

That fierce competitive 
drive has Richardson eager 
to give his very best against 
all the other vaulters, many 
of whom come with years of 
experience in the sport that 
he has only recently adopt- 
ed. 

“I’m kind of nervous about 
it, just because the years’ 
difference is very important 
to the sport,” he said. “But I 
think I have a natural ability 
that I can compete with 
these guys who have been 
jumping for four, five, six 
plus years.” 

“He’s a tremendously com- 
petitive kid,” O’Riordan 
said. “He is very focused on 
setting goals for himself .and 
achieving them. It’s just that 
inner drive to be the best 
that he can be at what he’s 
put his mind towards.” 

While Richardson is excit- 
ed to compete against the 
nation’s finest, his most 
competitive drives are inter- 
nal. His personal best jump 
in a meet is 12 feet, 6 inches, 
and he is determined to 
break that personal record 
and get a strong start to his 
college career. 

“T would consider a suc- 
cessful performance to be 
anything over 13 feet,” 
Richardson said. “That’s 
what my college is looking 
for.” 

Richardson hopes to keep 
following his passion in col- 
lege. He is set to attend the 
Florida Institute of 
Technology, where he plans 
to study Ocean Engineering. 
His hope is to have a hand in 
designing the undersea 
robots used to explore ship- 
wrecks and other nautical 
wonders.
